t. Josephs Hospital 3 
DR. PHILLIPS USES THIS KIND OF TECHNIQUE AFTER THE 
CLOSURE OF AN ABDOMINAL INCISION TO CONTROL BLEEDING. 
TWO PIECES OF ALCOHOL GAUZE ARE STRETCHED TO FIT THE 
INCISION, AND TIED OVER WITH #3 BLACK SILK. HE DOES 
NOT USE ANY ADHESIVE TAPE, BUT LEAVES THE INCISION 
EXPOSED TO THE AIR SINCE SO MANY PEOPLE ARE ALLERGIC 
TO ADHESIVE TAPE. 
HE 1S NOT IN ANY HURRY TO TAKE OUT STITCHES DUE TO THE 
FACT THAT SOME PATIENTS ARE SLOW IN HEALING. 
SINCE HE HAS BEEN USING THESE PRECAUTIONS, HE HAS NEVER 
HAD AN INCISION TO BURST OPEN, AND USUALLY THE PATIENT 
HAS A NICE CLOSURE AFTER THE STITCHES ARE REMOVED.
